They add, 
that this Order has had fuch an Effeét, that there’s an 
univerfal Tranquillity, net only in that Capital, bur 
in all the Previnces, except that of Candahar, where 
the Brother of the famous Miriwceis had affembled a 
very numerous Army to make an Incurfion into 
Perfia; that Kouli Kan had detach’d a Part of his 
Army againft him, and that the reft continued at 
Casbin, which was about 8 or 10 Days March from 
Ifpahan. Thefe Lettersare the more to be credited, 
becaufe the Merchants of Ifpahan have given Orders 
totheir Agents fettled at Amfterdam to fend them 
Goods from Europe, which they fhould not have 
wrote for, if their Country did not enjoy a perfec 
Tranquillity.
